which time moft of thefe three hundred 
mention’d were Difpatch’d by the Jobb, 
and I faid about three hundred were thus 
Difpofefs'd of their Churches. The odd 
Remainder of Fifteen or thereabouts, ac- 
cording to their own Account, were turn’d 
out by the Convention or Parliament in Form 
of Law. So that my faying about three 
hundred will be Juftify’d by this. And 
Mr. Obfervator Revie’d will find himfelf as 
Deep in the Adud, as to the Number of 
three hiindred, as he was in the Afire, as 
to the Rabbling in General.
